FORT WORTH, Texas, Nov. 15.— I. Whereas, the Live­ 
stock Sanitary Commission of Texas has determined by inspec 
tion conducted by its authorized representatives or inspectors 
that fever tick infection exists in Brazos county, Texas. 
2. And whereas, said fever tick infection being a contag­ 
ious, infectious and communicable disease is a serious menace 
to the uninfected and unexposed counties constituting the Free 
Area in the State of Texas and that it is deemed necessary by 
the Livestock Sanitary Commission of Texas that Brazos Coun­ 
ty, Texas, be quarantined. 
3. Therefore in accordance with the provisions of Section 
17. Chapter 38, of General Law of the State of Texas as pass­ 
ed by the third called session of the 36th legislature, a quaran­ 
tine is I ereby proclaimed in and around Brazos County, Texas, 
and said county is hereby placed under quarantine effective 
the 16th day of November, A. LL 1922, on account of fever tick 
infection and is subject to the following rules and regulations: 
All premises, cattle, horses, .mules and asses located in said 
Brazos County, are hereby quarantined, and no cattle, horses, 
mules and asses shall move or be permitted to move from any 
premises in said quarantined county, unless and until such live­ 
stock are certified to by an authorized inspector or unless a 
permit iB issued by said inspector, 
In either case said certific­ 
ate or permit shall be issued by said inspector only after neces­ 
sary inspection or dipping, or both inspection and dipping as 
hereinbefore provided for in territory under 
quarantine for 
tick eradication purposes. 
Any person, firm, or corporation 
who moves any livestock in violation of the foregoing rules and 
regulations, or any owner or caretaker who permits the move­ 
ment of any livestock without a certificate or permit of an au­ 
thorized inspector of the Commission shall be punishable under 
the laws of the State of Texas. 
The above provisions are ap­ 
plicable to railroad companies and other transportation com­ 
panies and they arc hereby forbidden to accept for transporta­ 
tion or to transport any livestock from any of said quarantined 
area, unless such livestock are accompanied by a permit or 
certificate from an authorized inspector of the Livestock San: 
tary Commission under the rules and regulations 
regulating 
said movements. 
4. All owners and caretakers of cattle, horses, mules and 
asses located in said quarantined area shall take up tick eradi­ 
cation under the rules and regulations of the Livestock Sani­ 
tary Commission and continue active tick 
eradication 
until 
their premises and livestock have been freed from infection and 
exposure to the fever tick. 
5. All railroad companies in said quarantined area shall 
lock all shipping pens located therein and permit no cattle, 
horses, mules and asses to enter same unless accompanied by 
a permit or certificate from an authorized inspector of this 
Commission. 
6. The Livestock Sanitary Commission hereby establishes 
the foregoing quarantine, and adopts the foregoing rules and 
regulations, to be in effect in and 
around said 
quarantined 
area, on and after the 16th day of November, A. D. 1922. W it­ 
ness our hands.this the 14th day of November 
A.

EL PASO, Texas, Nov. 16— Rep 
re se n ta ti'e s J. E. Q uaid, of El Paso 
and Lee J. R ountree, of B ryan, are 
d raftin g to g eth er a resolution to be 
subm itted at the next session o f the 
Texas legislature, calling fo r a con­ 
stitu tio n al convention.

legislators, they say, desired to have 
the constitution re-w ritten fo r three 
reasons, prim arily.

“ Then take the question of good 
roads. 
More 
good 
highw ays are 
needed, but it

ty will vote 
bonds 
fo r good roadr 
the state will m atch the bond issue 
dollar fo r dollar and the federal gov 
em inent will do the sam e. 
The fed

governm ent 
will 
appropriate 
$4,000,000 a year this way, match- 
ing state aid, but the state cannot 
issue m ore than $2,OOO,OOO w orth 
of road bovids a year.
